The only sure way of saving the living trees from being cut is to 
keep the lumbermen out altogether. 
No honest lumber-nan has 


any use for a dead tree. Such a tree is usually of no %alue for the 
manufacture of lumber and, if sound, it costs too much to log and to 
mill to make it profitable to handle. Xo luinbc.man will bother to 
fell a dead tree when a green one is available. It may be safely 
taken for granted that, whenever a lumberman contract* to cut out 
the dead timber in a forest reserve for logging purpose*, he has de- 
signs upon the living trees which are of positively merchantable 
value. The dead timber in a forest is of doubtful value at best, 
and generally considered is worthless for manufacturing- into lum- 
ber. The only way to sa\e the Big Basin park from being nffed of 
its good timber is to keep the professional lumberman from enter- 
ing. 
The Sempervirens Club did good work in persuading the 


State to buy the Big Basin forest and its efforts to preset ve the park 
rom being looted now by'unscrupulous lumbermen is highly 
commendable.

Quoting from a recent report of th« 


National 
Fire 
Protection Association, 


Cement Age says that the experiences of 
this past year 
have 'given additional 


proof of the gross carelessness and in- 
competence which 
have 
prevailed In 


many important works (reinforced con- 
crete construction). 
There have been 


several instances of the collapse of large 
and' expensive buildings 
in 
course of 


construction, which have in every case 
been traced to the neglect of well-known 
rules of safety. 
For Instance, In one 


ease the direct superintendence of the 
work was left to cheap help, who did 
not appreciate the necessity for accurate 
and careful workmanship, and the result 
was too little cement, too little water or 
Improper mixing, which allowed the col- 
lapse of the building wall before It was 
half up. In several cases the concrete 
had been allowed to freeze while under 
construction 
and 
naturally fell down 


upon the removal of the forms; the 
wooden molds had 
not 
been properly 


cleaned out before receiving the con- 
crete, with the result that shavings, 
blocks of wood ana other refuse have 
been Imbedded In concrete in a way to 
create vital weaknesses 
at 
Important 


points. Reinforcing rods have been mis- 
placed 
or 
omitted entirely; concrete 


foundations have been laid In mud; 
blocks of wood, for the purpose of hold- 
ing fixtures, have been found purposely 
csat In the bottom of beams In such a 
way as to expose the steel reinforce- 
ment when 
th« 
block was burned or 


knocked out. The design of such build- 
Ings should b* undertaken by engineers 
of special tralnlac and experience along 
thto lin»

John S. Hood, Collector of the In- 


ternal Revenue of the Islands has ad- 
dressed a letter to the rovinclal treas- 
urer and other citizens of the Philip- 
pines saying that he feels authorized 
In declaring: that Congress 
will not 


extend the time beyond the first of 
March In which ppium can 
be Im- 


ported, and he appeals to the Chinese 
In Manila to assist his officers in pre- 
venting illicit importation 
of opium 


after that date. 


Collector Hood calls attention to the 


large loss of revenue which the gov- 
ernment willingly forgoes for the ben- 
efit of the people in sloping the im- 
portation of opium, showing that at 
present there are no less than 30,000 
opium smokers in the islands who pay 
annually 5,000,000 pesos for opium to 
the retail dealers.

NEW YORK WHOLE YEAR 


NEW 
TORK.—Dr. Crump Is an en- 


thusiastic advocate of fresh air as a pan- 
acea 
He says it Is also a preventive, 


and that while every person to keep In 
good health should spend at least eight 
hours dally In the open air, he goes fur- 
ther and spends most of the entire twen- 
ty-four outdoors. 


His "anti-sickness piazza" Is built from 


his bedroom to the second story of hie 
residence, and is ten by thirty feet. It is 
shielded on the east and west by glass 
and the other two sides are open, one 
into his bedroom and the other into the 
air. He sleeps in it winter and summer, 
with no protection except his pajamas 
and a biig into which he gets and tight- 
ens about his throat. 


In the winter he often gets up sprink- 


led with snow. His wife is not yet a con- 
vert to this outdoor slumber, but fre- 
quently his 6-year-old son Curtis sleeps 
with him in the "piazza," 


'Fresh air Is the most essential ele- 


ment for the promotion of health and 
beauty," Dr. Crump Said today. "Every 
one should spend at least eight hours a 
day In the open air and get plenty of ex- 
ercise. My own custom is pretty much 
the same as employed in modern treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, but I do not prac- 
tice what I recommend because I am 
sick, but because I don't want to be. 


"I can assure every one that a trial 


will fully repay him and make him feel 
like a new man in very short time."

Angered When Man Has no 


Money, Robbers Hit Him 


With Pistol.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 16.—Another 


desperate saloon holdup was success- 
fully carried through on the Mission 
road late last night, the robbers mak- 
ing good their escape, but getting lit- 
tle booty for their efforts. 
Frederick Shrakmann, the bartender 


who was In charge of the saloon Fii- 
uated at 4450 Mission street, at the 
time and

customer, 
Benjamin 


Kreuger, were the only mpn present. 
It was a little before midnight when 
the two robbers, both of it horn wor» 
white handkerchiefs over the 
lower 


part of their faces, entered the sa- 
loon with drawn revolvers, and ordered 
"hands up." 
Their demand was com- 


plied with and the two occupants were 
walked to the side of the place, the 
robbers proceeding to go through their 
pockets. 
From Shrakman they took 


$6 and a. silver watch, but Kreuger's 
pockets were empty. This seemed to 
anger the men and one of them hit 
Greuger a vicious blow with the butt 
end of his weapon.
